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DO NOT FAIL TO VOTE 


r |nfK federal election w.U be held on June 11. On 
x that day you will cast your vote for the party 
whose policies you want to see put into effect during 
the next' flvr years. It would be futile as well a* 
presumptuous to tell anyone how he should vote. It 
is presumed that a man makes up his own mind, af¬ 
ter hearing the different platforms, or after draw¬ 
ing on past experience in respect to party policies as 
they have affected him in his daily life and general 
prosperity. And it is presumed that the women of 
the electorate have certain convictions—not neces¬ 
sarily those of their husbands either—which will 
direct their vote. , 

* But one thing ‘cannot be too seriously and fre¬ 
quently stressed.. •'It, is the responsibility of every 
eligible citizen to vote for his faith. Only so can the 
government elected be reasonably representative. 
Only so can a citizen merit the privileges which are 
his under democratic rule. He may not elect his 
candidate, but af^'Ast he had added his vote in sup¬ 
port of the principles in which he believes. To ne¬ 
glect to vote is an affront to our democratic institu¬ 


tions in defence of which Canadian blood is being 
shed. 

There are five candidates in this riding, which 
makes it the more imperative that everyone should 
go to the poll. The different candidates have called 
attention to the importance of Macleod federal rid¬ 
ing, not only in size, but mainly in its major contri¬ 
bution to national wealth. It is the largest cattle 
p.oducing riding in Canada. That should be kept 
in mind. It probably comes close to being one of 
the largest wheat producing rid ngs. Through these 
tv, o contributions alone, our member could give 
strong voice on behalf of two of the most important 
export products of Canada. The steam coal output 
from the great Crows Nest Pass area is one of the 
greatest in' the Dominion. The Turner Valley oil¬ 
field is the largest single oil producer of the nation. 
Our electorate might well take pride in belonging to 
this riding. We rate high in the national scheme, 
and should have strong representation. 

Practical polit cs being what they are, everyone 
realizes the advantage of having a member on the 
government side of the house. It is an advantage 
that we have not enjoyed for many a long year, and 
only briefly in our entire history. Fortunately, per¬ 
haps, no one can predict with assurance what party 
is go'.ng to be elected, and that in itself is a further 
incentive for everyone to get out and vote. His bal¬ 
lot may be a potent factor. 

The complications and considerations in a five 
party election are obvious to everyone who is con¬ 
cerned in securing a tiue representation for this rid- 
_ 'hg- But if every voter casts his ballot for the party- 
in which he sincerely believes, he will ot least have 
assumed his self-respecting part in the nation’s busi¬ 
ness. The right to vote as he chooses without intim¬ 
idation has been preserved for him through the val¬ 
or of our Canadian men who* have fought for this 
and other rights and freedoms. It is a precious her¬ 
itage defended by the blood of our own boys. Do not 
besmirch it by failure to make use of it. 


J ^ speaker at the Hpfne and School convention held 
recently in 01ds,<-saad, "The present demand for 
boys to take men’s jetos pfter school hours is heavy, 
and the youngsters w-ho take these,,jobs are well 
paid. Money comes easy to them now, and there is 
danger that they may be carried away by the fas- 
cination of all the things they can buy.” 

This is a situation which.i& ^bother offshoot of war 
conditions. The ease with which a job can be secur¬ 
ed offers such a contrast to the labor glut of the 
thirties as to cause some concern amongst parents 
and other adults. Young peofllp who have entered 
their ’teens during the war years have found jobs 
opening up on every side. This is good, except that 
it is apt to diminish the appreciation of a job. These 
children would find it hard i to believe that in the 
thirties many a man was obliged to keep his family 
on the wages that the young ’teen-agers have been 
earning in summer months. They have no exper¬ 
ience to impress upon them that this is not a normal 
state. 

Nor has it been a particularly healthy time for 
young people graduat ng into professions and of¬ 
fices. They are not obliged to be^ competent and 
painstaking in order to find employment. They can

“get by'’ on much less merit than their older broth¬ 
ers and sisters who sought so discouragingly for any 
kind of work in the thirties. This has a tendency to 
establish an entirely false idea of value in forma¬ 
tive years. 

To the credit of most young people it must be 
said that they have taken their work and their fu¬ 
ture, seriously, and have not failed into careless 
habits. This eye to the future, when competition 
will be much more strenuous, will pay d vidends la¬ 
ter. If they have kept their heads and held steady 
during these years of over-abundance they have 
a good foundation for later security. .— 

The worst thing that could befal society would 
be a repetition of the thirties when earnest, ambi¬ 
tious young people were given no chance to prove 
their talents ; and their usefulness. That was our 
white war of attrition, a crime against youth which 
must never occur again. On the other hand a 
healthy world is one which demands industry Compe¬ 
tence and conscientiousness of everyone seeking em¬ 
ployment. There should be opportunity for all who 
desire work, and at fair wages, but that opportun¬ 
ity should entail faithful service from the work seek¬ 
er. This is a part of life’s discipline.

In a 
brave effort to be affable and in¬ 
gratiating, the best Kesserling 
could do was to lament that Ger¬ 
mans should fight Anglo-Ameri¬ 
cans when all are of Nordic 
blood, as if Anglo-Americans 
could take any pride in the kin¬ 
ship. For chumsiness it rivals 
the defence made for DeValeras 
grief in the death of Hitler by a 
spokesman who pointed out that 
the Irish Premier had similarly 
expressed regret in the death of 
Toosevelt, never dreaming that 
the association was revolting and. 
insulting. _ _ 

Tiazi leaders after su: render¬ 
ing took occasion to tell their 
people when allowed to do so in 
press interviews or over the rad¬ 
io what a gallant fight they put 
up, and that they would not have 
* been beaten only that the whole 
world was against them. Any 
other count y except Japan would 
feel that having the whole world 
aga nst it was in itself the most 
disgraceful and distressful defeat 
it Could sustain—a defeat more 
disastrous than the total annihil¬ 
ation of its fighting forces. 

That Ce.nmn mentality show¬ 
ed itself in all ranks. German 
prisoners, privates and non-coms, 
interviewed by press men, - de¬ 
clared that Hitler himself was all 
right but that he had bad adv's- 
ers, us if that made any differ¬ 
ence. He did not take their bad 
advice. He took his own. 

Two young Nazi submariners, 
when asked what Hitle.’s great¬ 
est mistake was, indignantly de¬ 
nied that he ever made any. The 
devastation made by this man 
who made no mistakes could not 
have been greater if he had main, 
a million. Those youthful fanat¬ 
ics would have sneered and scoff¬ 
ed if they had been reminded 
that youthful Italian Fascists 
used to shout in unison that their 
Duce made no mistakes. They 
would scoff although the Duces 
did not bring Italy into such 
straits as their Fuerher brought 
Germany. 

Well, there it is—German men- ‘ 
tality in all ranks. No sign of 
any conviction of wrong-doing, 
consequently no use looking for 
repentance, or for amending

Democracy of 
Switzerland 


The guest speaker at Rotary 
Thursday evening was Rev. J. 
llediges of Medicine Hat, who 
gavo a clear-cut and interesting 
description of tie historical back¬ 
ground of Switzerland, leading up 
to the high standard of democracy 
of today; 

The political history or Switzer¬ 
land has become a unit in the 
course of 600 years, the first feder¬ 
ation dating from the 13th century 
whtn a few small agrar an repub¬ 
lics, succeeded in asserting them¬ 
selves against the domination of 
the Hapsburgs. Other cantons (or 
provinces) combined to fight for 
emancipation in later centuries 
gradually building up a Swiss fed¬ 
eration. 

“It is one of the remarkable 
heritages of history” said the 
speaker, “that political develop¬ 
ment has taken no account of lang¬ 
uage frontiers. The little repub¬ 
lics in their Alpine valley,'and the 
small urban states in the low 
lands were so dependent on each, 
other that diversity of language 
ir>ver became a problem. It was a 
curious mixture of common and 
particular interests of the freedom 
of the indiv dual and political in¬ 
dependence of the small states that 
permitted the old conferapon to 
evolve. The fundamentally demo¬ 
cratic mentality was apparent 
from the first. It finds expression 
in the fact that nothing of national 
importance can be undertaken with 
out the approval of the majority, 
afifl in the impossibility of separ¬ 
ating the collective will from the 
dastiny of the nation. Even the Ro¬ 
man Tope’s rul ng over his flock in 
Switzerland has to acquiesce to 
this condition.” 

Self Government 

The actual foundation of Swiss 
rierrorr cy is the self-government 
of the communes (provinces). It 
can be traced back to its beginning 
when agriculture was run on com¬ 
munal lines and every citizen was 
part owner of the land and its 
p oduce. 

With the commune as the cell of 
Taw and order of (the state, the in¬ 
dividual citizen is more or lor.s 
compelled to occupy himself with 
nnhlie affairs. Even the aristoc¬ 
ratically ruled towns in the 16th 
century asked the opinion of rural 
inhabtants on foreign policies. 
The constitution of 1848 guaran¬ 
teed every citizen freedom of con¬ 
fession and conscience, of trade 
and association, and of thought 
and exnress'on. 

Th» Swiss confederation cons^ts 
of 25 independent members <>r 
cantons. Fer;ign politics, customs 
and military matters are un^er 
oont ol of federal authorities (1 ke 
the Canad an federal authoritv). 
Taxes and education are in the 
hands of the cantons. —-

berta. This lingual diversity brings 
cultural problems not to be solved 
by. publ cation of official federal 
<Wr«e.s In.four languages. The in¬ 
dividual citizen has to obtain a 
working knowledge of the tongues 


ia which the business of the stat? 
is transacted. But the 25 regions 
were not united by arbitrary fort v 
but Jby the compelling power of 
common histo y, common* political 
id >as and natural associations. 
Swiss are a fusion of Gallic, Celtu. 
Roman, Ligurian, Teutonic and 
other components. 16% is of the 
blue-eyed, fair-haired type. 

Under the spirit ni^allegiance 
the Sw.ss have defeated enemies 
l r superior in number'and equip¬ 
ment. Today the state equips the 
Swiss soldier, but he keeps rifle 
and most of his eqiiipment.at horn, 
and in constant readiness to report 
to h’s unit. The Swiss army is bas¬ 
ed on the mi.itii system. After his 
firs’ four months oF training, the 
soldier fit for army service, under¬ 
goes an annual repetition course, 
and a good deal of training is car¬ 
ries! out voluntarily while not on 
active service. ' « 

To ■ tli ■ la d 1°0 years the Swiss 
army has not taken part in anv 
war. Id the two great wars, Switz-' 
erland, through her neutrality, was 


able t> perform works of human¬ 
ity by which all combatants bsns- 
fitted. 

“Neutrality is the maxim of th« 
conf 'deration in its attitude to- 
'ward foreign countries. As early 
as 1507 and in the 30 years war 
neutrality was maintained. How* 
e\er her army is the w weapon of 
(he nation’s will of neutrality. 
Sv.itzerlani has repeatedly been 
exposed to no less peril than other 
nations but has been subjected to 
fewer vicissitudes. 

“Switzerland gave mankind the 
Red Cross organization with its 
emblem of the red cross on white 
background. The national emblem 
i> white cross on red background. 
During the world war she has car¬ 
ed for the staning children of rav¬ 
aged countries of Europe to the 
best of her ability.”

Sees Liquor 
Serious Threat 


Rev. Ben Spence, head of the As¬ 
sociated Temperance forces in Al¬ 
berta, was a speaker in High River 
on Thursday evening, and there 
was' good attendance at the meet¬ 
ing. On the program were the 
Eureka Jubilee Singers, a group of 
colored ente tainers from Chicago, 
whose beautiful melodies delighted 
the audience. Their music includ¬ 
ed southern melodies and negro 
epirtuels. Those who heard this 
gifted group endorsed Lowell 
Thomas’ comment “The finest in 
America that I have heard.” 

Mr. Spence spoke in support of 
the three-point program adopted 
by Alberta temperance forces, and 
said that the problem of liquor 
may defeat the peace. He urged 
recognition of this danger. 

The three points brought out in 
the address were part of legisla¬ 
tion, for which the temperance for¬ 
ces have been pressing for the last 
two years. It involves a recogni¬ 
tion of the social dangers attached 
to the widespread drinking of alco- 
ho'ic liquors, especially as it re¬ 
lates to the youth of the country. 
The associated forces of temper¬ 
ance in this province represented 
the ministers and church workers, 
he said. 

The Associated Temperance 

Sale of beer except for consump¬ 
tion on the premises should be sub¬ 
ject to the same premises as apply 
to other liquors. Hours of sale 
should not exceed eight hours a 
day. Each community should be 
given the right of local option to 
decide whether a new beer parlor 
should be licensed to do business. 

The speaker said Alberta was 
far behind other provinces as re¬ 
gards the number of its "dry” 
communit es. Whereas Quebec had 
1.000 such places, Alberta had only 
12 . . 

Mr. Spence saw indications that 
the legislative assembly was tak¬ 
ing the question of beer consump¬ 
tion seriously, in that it had given 
two days of debate to the bill spon¬ 
sored by the associated temperance 
forces.

It is very much of a 
nominal c artel at the present time, 
but this s not due -to lac\c of will 
but to the difficulty of making it 
function. The consuming countries 
were not. w lling to buy at the 
price. It was not lack of will, but 
lack of power, which put this par¬ 
ticular cartel to sleep.

“Debts acquired by farmers in 
the hard years and paid off in 
these good years may be consider¬ 
ed legitimate expenses for the 
good years so far as the income 
tax department is concerned,” tax 
officials in Calgary told the Alber¬ 
tan. 

Asked to comment on a news re¬ 
port that “several, millions of dol¬ 
lars” would be saved by Saskatche¬ 
wan farmers on the r 1944 income 
as a result of this “ru'ing” bv of- 
ficals in Ottawa, the Calgary office 
said the principle had always ap- 
nlied in Alberta although some 
farmers might not have known it. 
Other sources have told The Al¬ 
bertan that farmers-fn this prov¬ 
ince were not all aware o r the rul¬ 
ing as it is now explained. 

Officials stressed that income 
tax rrocedure is uniform in all 
provinces, and what applies in 
Saskatchewan must also apply in 
Alberta. 

Debts for tractor fuel, repairs 
and seed grain advances, piled up 
in the drought and depression 
years of the ’30’s, will be consider¬ 
ed as legitimate farm expenses in 
1944. if oaid in that yesr: of 1945, 
if paid in that year, and therefore 
will be allowable as income tax 
deductions. The Fame is true of 
tix arrears and inte’ert on farm 
debt. Payments on principal are 
not deductible, however. 

The income tax department op¬ 
erates, so far-as farmers are con¬ 
cerned, on a straight cash basis. It 
considers all cash income and cash 
expenses, and therefore neither un¬ 
marketed crop or livestock nor un¬ 
paid debts go on the tax form. 

This may not be orthodox ac¬ 
counting, it was admitted, but it 
was the way most farmers oper-

1 By what route does the infantile 
paralysis virus enter the body? 
Cne group of scientists warns that 
cavities in the teeth which expose 
the tooth pulp may be one invasion 
rcute. In certain centres of inves¬ 
tigation it was found that 69.8% 
of the children who had polio also 
had exposed tooth pulps. The chil¬ 
dren who did not get the disease 
had comparatively few exposed 
pulps. The doctors also warned 
aga : nst having teeth pulled too 
n ar the polio season. In six cases 
ppiio started from 6 to 10 days af¬ 
ter extraction. It has already been 
demonstrated that chi'dren with 
recent tonsil or adenoid” removals 
are more vulnerable to infection. 
Such surgery is usually -avoided 
du ing polio sen son.

The Dominion-wide fight to 
stamp out venereal diseases re¬ 
cently when both the Saskatche¬ 
wan and Alberta legislatures ap¬ 
proved of amendments to their 
Marriage Acts mak ng pre-marital 
blood tests for syphilis compulsory 
Amendments in both provinces are 
to come into force July 1. 

Alberta’s legislation before the 
recent amendment provided that 
no clergyman' could pe form a 
marriaee ceremony after the pub¬ 
lication of banns unless the partial 
produced afTadavita that they wan 
not at the time suffering from a 
venereal disease or tuberculosis. 
This was amended by the insertion 
h. the aff'davT of the words “to 
the best of his knowledge.” 

Under the main amendment to 
the Alberta Act, however, no is¬ 
suer of marriage licenses is allow¬ 
ed to issue a license, nor is any 
clergyman allowed to publish tbs 
h:n ns of a marriage unless 
there hrs been filed with the prop¬ 
er authorities a medical certificate 
certifying that a specimen of 
h’ood r or a serological test for sy¬ 
philis has been taken and has been 
oi will be forwarded to the provin¬ 
cial bbo-atory. The test must take 
place within 14 days before the 
application for license or first pub¬ 
lication for license or first publica¬ 
tion of banns, and a certificate to 
Ihnt effect filed. , 

The physician involved is not re¬ 
quired to give an opin : on; merely 
to take a blond specimen, submit it 
to the laboratory, and convey the 
result of the test to the person 
concerned. The laboratory is re- 
euired to report all positive tents 
to the Director of the provincial 
Division of Social Hygiene. 

In both provinces, the medical 
exam'nrt'on and blood test may 
b« waived under certain extenuat¬ 
ing circumstances, but only on ap¬ 
proval of the Minister of Health.
